The period about which I 
intend to speak likewise belongs 
to that series of years which I 
defined in my previous 
parliamentary exposés as a time 
of fundamental transformation in 
the methods of international 
polities. 

I beg to recall briefly that I 
typified these transformations as 
undermining the methods 
proposed for the regulation of 
relations between countries 
during the period immediately 
after the War. It was then 
considered that the shock 
experienced, would change the 
mode of human thought and 
action in a radical and final 
manner, 

We have on our part always 
affirmed that the idea of seeking 
new paths, which would save 
mankind sacrifices and 
where, perhaps, better forms of 
understanding could have 
obviated them — that this idea 
meets with our sympathies, 
Independently, however, of the 
profound changes taking place in 
the structure of international life, 
the forms given to this new idea 


at the very outset concealed the | 


germs of many misunderstandings 
and could not but 
misgivings on more than one 
occasion. 


Process of Transformation 


During the period about which 
I shall now speak, this process of 
transformation and these failures 
at times already assumed drastic 

forms, whilst on the other hand. 

it would be difficult to say that 
the process has reached rock - 
bottom. I shall revert later to a 
closer analysis of these general 
features. Since, however, 
certainly none of you will take it 
amiss that all the more general 
and particular features will be 
gauged and appraised by me from 
the point of view of the direct 
interests of our country, I shall 
start with a review of our own 
affairs, 

The picture will not in this case 
be so pessimistic, In every 
previous year I often had 
Oceasion to emphasize before you 
that the aim of the Polish

Government has been the 
constant, strictly matter - of - fact 
examination of every problem 


interesting our country, 
independently of the vagaries of 
conditions and dispositions 


current in the world. We have 
even often been criticized for our 
alleged excessive leanings 
towards bilateralism and over - 
scrupulous restriction of our 
conversations solely to those 
countries which could take direct 
decisions in the matters under 
discussion. 

It seems to me today that we 
can cross our “t's and state that 
we have tried to work so that as 
far as possible no basic political 
interests. of Poland have been 
impaired or drawn into the 
confusion evident in the methods 
of broadly conceived international 
collaboration. 


Pacts and Alliances 

Relations with our neighbours 
in which two pacts of non — 
aggression — with the Soviet 
Union and the Reich — constitute 
the most vital part, are not 
dependent on any international 
institution or procedure. These 
pacts were concluded at a time 
when each of these Powers was 
outside the League of Nations, 
they are based on profoundly 
conceived political reasons and 
interests and they preserve their 
value intact, 

Our two alliances, with France 
and with Roumania, though not 
contrary in any respect to the 
Covenant of the League — the 
treaties even contain mention of 
the Geneva institution in their 
texts — date back from 1921, and 
1922, that is to say, from a time 
when the organization of the 
League was still fairly loosely -~ 
knit whilst the treaties were 
regarded in their basic conception 
as complete in themselves — not 
as supplementary or 
complementary to the Covenant. 


The Locarno Agreements 


The greatest confusion in ideas 
was introduced into these affairs 
by the Locarno agreements. Their 
old form now, however, belongs 
to the past. 


I venture to suggest as a 
noteworthy fact that it was just 


during the last two years that the | 


‘vitality and appropriate nature 
of our alliances were strongly 
emphasized both in our country 
and in those of our allies; whilst 
our direct contacts with these 
lands found expression in forms 
which were as significant as they 
were particularly agreeable to us, 
and which defined best the 
character of these treaties. 


Roumania 


I should like to mention the 
exchange of visits between the 
President of the Republic of 
Poland and H. M. the King of 
Roumania, the stay in Poland of 
Crown - Prince Michael of 
Roumania followed by Marshal 
Smigly - Rydz's visit to that 
country, and the exchange of 
visits between the respective 
foreign ministers. 

Franse 

The recent visit of M. Delbos, 
the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, enabled all those 
directing Poland‘s political affairs 
to establish or complete the 
contact which has been 
developing so favourably during 
the last two years. I aseribe a very 
high value to the outcome of this 
visit. 

The setting up of closer 
relations with our allies was 
reflected in the lively reaction of 
public opinion which provided the 
best background for the relations 
existing today, and afforded good 
auguries for the future. The 
Government has already given 
proof of friendly understanding 
for the importance of our alliance: 
we appreciate these 
manifestations very highly. 

The visit to Poland of a number 
of eminent European statesmen, 
to my mind, confirm the fact that 
whilst Poland‘s foreign policy 
aims consciously at the limitation 
of its activity in proportion to the 
concrete means available, we do 
not, on the other hand, conceive 
our role too narrowly but 
endeavour to consolidate and 
develop friendly understandings 
with these Powers with which we 
can have common interests or 
common views. 


Visit of General Goering 

Thus we had last year the now 
traditional visit of Premier 
Goering, whose personal contact 
with our country is a vital 
element contributing to the better 
mutual comprehension of our 
reliable neighbourly relations. 
Then there were official visits: 
Mr. Sandler‘s was the first visit 
of a Swedish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs to present - day Poland; 
Mr. Akel, the Estonian Foreign 
Minister, made his second visit 
to our country; finally, the visit 
of Herr Schmidt, the Austrian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
completes this list of personal 
contacts of those responsible for

General Skwarczyñński 


The resignation on January lith 
of Col. Koc from his post of head 
of the OZN in favour of General 
Skwarezynski has been a great 
political ‘sensation, 

Col, Koc founded the O. Z, N, 
(Camp of National Consolidation) 
a year ago on the orders of 


Marshal Rydz-Śmigły. The 
organisation founded by Col. Koc 
had for its purpose the

Its position with 
regard to the other parties is 
central, 


Col. Koc resigned his post on 
account of health. General 
Skwarezynski, his successor, left 
active military service two days 
before. General Stanislaw 
Skwarezyfski was a member of 
the Pilsudski legions and one of 
the collaborators of Marshal 
Pilsudski, He is one of the 
youngest generals in the army, 
being aged 43. His brother, Adam, 
who died some years ago, was one 
of the most prominent political 
writers of post-war Poland, and 
enjoyed a great popularity among) 
the younger generation.

LONDON LETTER

Few people in Great Britain 
now would care to predict the 


course of international affairs or 
the chances of peace, for the 
surface appearances on every side 
are far from reassuring. The 
threatened naval race takes up 
less space in popular discussion 
than perhaps it should, for in 
any case rearmament is in full 
blast with the approval of almost 
every section of the community, 
The pacifists, encouraged by a 
specious propaganda, alone hold 
out against a weight of opinion, 
but their numbers are probably 
few. The radio war against Italy, 
on the other hand, is widely 
discussed, not altogether 
uncritically, Yet the point is noted 
with approval that the Italian 
Press has ceased the more violent 
of its attacks, and the hope is 
expressed that the conversations 
of Lord Perth with Count Ciano 
will lead to a settlement of this 
unhappy controversy as well as 
of other questions outstanding 
between two great countries. 
There is here, as in every other 
country, a rooted desire for peace 
and there is no underlying 
bitterness against Italy or

| Germany which would prevent 


an honourable and generous 


understanding with both 
countries. 
On the other hand there is 


profound uneasiness over the Far 
Eastern war, and the reaction of 
audiences which have seen the 
film of the bombing of the Panay 
ranges from horror to anger. The 
scene of hostilities is remote or the 
emotion would be more marked, 
A series of provocations followed 
by a series of apologies creates a 
situation without precedent and 
the patience of the British 
authorities both at home and 
abroad disposes of any charge of 
aggressiveness directed against 
Great Britain. On the other hand, 


the course of events is 
strengthening the tendency 
making for an understanding 


between London and Washington, 
which is regarded as one of the 
best features of the day. 

The unexpected broadcast by 
the B. B.C. of President 
Roosevelt's Message to Congress

The Coronation 


This picture would not be 
complete without some mention | 
of the exchanges of views 
rendered possible by the meetings | 
in Geneva and particularly during | 
the brilliant assembly at the time 
of the Coronation of H. M. King 
George VI, during which, amidst 
memorable solemnities, the 
Government of the United | 
Kingdom provided opportunities 
for many valuable international 
meetings, and particularly for 
contacts between the guests and 
the members of the British 
Cabinet. 


Under these conditions, we can 
state that last ‘year brought 
practical possibilities of contacts, 
exchanges of views and of co- 
operation with other countries. 
We can therefore reiterate that 
the forms of international life 
have been weakened’ rather than 
its content. 


Germany 


Returning to matters directly 
affecting Poland, I should also 
like to mention the important 
results achieved thanks to tne 
fact that where we are concerned, 
we likewise do not hesitate to | 
seek new forms. Thus, we have 
aimed concordantly with ‘the 
Government of the Reich at | 
consolidating our relations, based 
on the principle of good 
neighbourly ' terms, and we have 
proceeded to the regulation of one 
of the most vital in this field, 
namely the treatment of national 
minorities on both sides of the 
frontier. We had no former system | 
at our disposal which would have 
stood the test of life, But, clearly 
aware of our aim, we found a new 
model in the declaration of 
November 5, 1937 which, I’ am 
convinced, constitutes on the one 
hand a reasonable method of 
guaranteeing the internal 
cohesion of each country, and on 
the other hand, should establish 
gool conditions for the 
coexistence of a large group ot 
citizens, attached to their own 
culture, with the national mass 
of the population of each State. I 
consider this understanding, 
together with the simultaneous 
liquidation in July last year of 
the remaining vestiges of the 
interference of extraneous factors 
with respect to a part of Poland's 
and of Germany's territory as 
a most vital step toward the 
consolidation and reinforcement 
of the principles upon which the 
Polish - German understanding 
of January 1934 is based, 


À Russia 

The past year yielded no 
fundamental changes in relation 
with our eastern neighbour — the 
Soviet Union. Our attitude and 
our policies continued to be based 
on the principles of the pact of 
non - aggression of 1932 with all 
its supplements, thanks to which 
any current questions which arose 
were settled in an atmosphere of 
Sober negotiation, 


Japan 


Proceeding farther east, the 
raising of the legations in Tokyo 
and Warsaw to the rank of 
embassies should be mentioned 
as indicating the friendliness and 
mutual respect characteristic of 
Polish - Japanese relations.

Danube Basin 


Similarly, in the Danube Basin 
we are careful to maintain our 
traditional friendships, and I trust 
that our contacts will continue to 
develop in that region. 

Whilst on this subject, I must 
remind you that of all the various 
political plans and concepts] that 
which met with most sympathy 
in Poland was the idea of 
moulding rélations in accordance 
with the principles laid down by 


the French and. the Italian 
Government during the Rome 
visit of the French Foreign 


Minister in January 1935. 

A survey of the matters which 
directly affected Poland, and 
which in one way or another 


were the object , of political 
endeavour _ during the. period 
under . review, would be 


incomplete without some mention 
of Poland's diplomatic relations 
with the Holy See. I wish to state 
that the mutual understanding 
between the Vatican and the) 
Polish Government undoubtedly | 
gained in force during the course 
of last year and found expression | 
in the amicable arrangement of 
some current questions. One of | 
these — the liquidation of post

The Crisis andthe League | 

T beg once again to reiterate my 
estimate of the situation: 1) that 
the crisis in the forms of 
international life has deepened; 
2) that we can freely state 
Poland's policy has relatively 
least suffered as a result, 

I now revert to this crisis: it is 
primarily bound up with the 
League of Nations, with its 
dificulties and failures, for even 
some undoubted successes 
achieved in international 
understandings outside the 
League likewise do not testify to 
its satisfactory state. 

For long past, I have been 
unable to repel the impression 
and I have communicated a 
number of my observations on 
this subject when addressing the 
Chambers, that we have to do in 
Geneva with two radically 
opposed trends. On the one hand 
actual practice and experience have 
incontrovertibly demonstrated 
that the integral application of 
the principles of the Covenant 
surpasses the actual possibilities 
of the instrument which was to 
apply them. Moreover, 
paradoxically enough, it was 
possible to observe not only a 
growth in certain doctrinal or 
political passions which aimed at 
imposing ever more difficult 
tasks on this poor League, but 
there even -appeared formal 
tendencies to make good, by 
theoretical regulations—applicable 
only on paper, those failings which 
the actual working of the League 
had revealed. Polish diplomacy, 
mindful of maintaining an 
unimpeachable line of action on 
our part and of the final fate of 


the Geneva institution 
itself has for the last 
two years striven to draw 


attention to this dangerous diver- 
gency; and, in some concrete 
settlement of the matters discussed 
at Geneva, to hit on the right path 
determined by respect for 
obligations as also by foresight and 
a sense for reality. 

I do not of course mean to imply 
that the search for better and 


| ones, implied the source of this 


. elements seem to be endeavouring 


maintaining a state of affairs in 
which the statute and regulations | 
of an institution, set up to act as 
a system embracing all the 
countries of the world, would in 
the long run be applied only by 
some of these to themselves and 
to others. Hence the very fact that | 
the League from its inception did 
not embrace all the countries, and 
particularly some of the stronger 


crisis. It became evident to us in 
glaring form when the League lost | 
even its character as an European | 
organisation. It became still more 
acute when acts and declarations 
caused to dwindle to vanishing 
point the hope that several 
countries of first-rate importance 
which had left the League would 
return to it. 

We are not, moreover, alone 
when we state it is not possible to 
f charge only a group of countries 
with such duties as the Covenant 
imposes on the members of the 
League, while other countries do 
not bear these burdens, I have in 
mind here, in particular, duties 
the fulfiment of which can be 
automatically demanded from 
individual countries solely by 
reason of their allegiance to the 
League—the duties of bearing 
sacrifices and the duties of opposing 
other countries. Public opinion in 
the Scandinavian countries, in 
Belgium, Holland, Switzerland and 
elsewhere has laid great stress on 
this point. 


The League ə Doctrinal 
Confederation 

We are likewise not alone in 
stating that the sessions at Geneva 
cannot without harm for the 
entirety of world politics, degene- 
rate into a doctrinal confederation, 
and the more so into a block direct- 
ing its activities against other 
blocks. Mr, Eden, in a recent 
declaration in the House of 
Commons, emphasized. this point 
of view. 


Nevertheless the maturing of | 
the view on that question, the | 
maturing of some kind of 


conclusion to be drawn from the | 
existing svate of affairs is so slow, | 
that I decided to use the medium 
of the press for making the | 
position of Poland clear for our | 
own public opinion and that of | 
other countries. I have given 
expression more than once in this | 
House to the attitude of the | 
Government to the idea itself and | 
to the importance which I myself 
attach to the existence of that 
international institution, But I 
have also shown as clearly how 
impossible it would be for us to 
join doctrinal blocks, or to make 
our country the instrument of 
policies the aims and means of 
which would not be clearly 
outlined by ourselves. 

We have no intention of 
undertaking any initiative which 
could deepen the present crisis | 
of the League, but we will have 
to know at any time for what we | 
are responsible, by what | 
obligations we are bound and 
according to what principles the 
decisions of the international | 
institutions are taken. I have been 
prompted to make such a public | 
statement of the case largely by | 
the fact that in some circles of | 
international opinion there has | 
been a noticeable tendency to | 
minimize the important changes, 
which occurred recently with the 
resignation of Italy and the decla- 
ration of Germany with regard to 
League affairs; the opinion has 
even been spread here and there 
that what is going on is beneficial 
to the League of Nations. One 
cannot escape the impression that 
certain elements would like to see 
in the League mainly an 
instrument against the so - called 
totalitarian States. It is most 
noteworthy that the same 


to introduce a totalitarian system 


repeat again, however, 
recognize everyone's right to 
conduct his affairs according to 
his own convictions, provided that 
he does not seek to convert others, 
and particularly ourselves, to his 
mode of life. 

There is another dangerous thing 
in Geneva: rather in the sphere of 
procedure than of the written 
rules. As I have already said, the 
difficulties which the League has 
met forced it, quite rightly, in the 


event of new problems arising, | 


to call conferences of a smaller or 
larger number of Powers 
interested in the given problem, or 
at least capable of influencing its 
solution. We have joined in some 
such initiatives, as for instance 
that of the Committee of Non- 
intervention in the Spanish Civil 
War, in the firm belief that it was 
at that time ‘the only practical 
means of reducing the range of 


the wider complications which | 
might have been caused by the. 


events in Spain. ‘But we have 
categorically opposed and we shall 
continue to oppose the use of the 
authority of the League and 
therefore of all its members for 
the endorsement of decisions made 
only by a group of powers, and 
outside the League, I am afraid 
that the latterpractice must have 
often had a discouraging effect 
with regard to the attitude to the 


League on the public opinion of | 


many nations which have already 
developed a certain king of attach- 
ment to this common international 
work. 

I have tried to present to you 
an analysis of certain inherent 
shortcomings of the League, as 
well as the influence of the 
events of the last few years on its 
working. 


The League and Jewish 


Emigration 
Although we are passing 
through our present difficulties 


with a fair measure of success, as 
can be seen from the presentation 
of our 
political problems, 
wrong to assume that we are not 
faced by any complications in 
some domains. 


which we should like to realise by 
co-operation at Genewa with other 
Powers, As you know we advanced 


in that forum questions of 
emigration and access to raw 
materials — matters of vital 


importanco to us. The debate on 
these subjects contributed to a 
wider appreciation of our claims 
in this respect by a number of 
other nations. Independently even 
of general ideas, the League is 
responsible for making a decision, 
with respect to a concrete pro- 
blem — that of the future of 
Palestine. That question is of 
capital importance for the solution 
of the general problem of Jewish 
emigration. That question 
in its turn constitutes a 
very important division in the 
entirety of our general emigration 


problems. For various reasons, 
dependent from the countries 
concerned and their local 
conditions, this questions has 
extended beyond national 
boundaries and has assumed 
European importance. All these 


problems are and will be very 
important for us, even 
independently of the fate of the 
League, as they are a part of lite 
and require more and more 
attention, 

We hear more and more 
frequently about plans and 
conceptions for the reconstruction 
of international economic and 
financial relations. We must state 
that these plans stand little chance 
of realization, if we close our 
eyes to the current importance 
of the questions of raw materials 
and emigration. 

It is obvious that should the 
League prove helpless in these 
matters, we shall not give up our 
efforts to find a satisfactory

A NEW MEMBER. OF THE 
POLISH ACADEMY 
OF LITERATURE 

On the 6th inst. the Polish 
Academy of Literature elected 
a new member to the chair held 
previously by the late Mr. 
Lesmian. 

Mr. Kazimierz Wierzyński will 
be the youngest member of the 
academy, as he is aged 41. His 
first book of poems “Spring and 
Wine“ was published in 1919 and 
unlike the other members of the 
Academy, he is definitely a writer 
of the post-war period. 

One of the most popular works 
of Wierzyński was “The Olympic 
Wreath“ — a collection of poems 
about various sports, which was 
rewarded with a Gold Medal at 
the Olympic Games of 1928. 

The “Tragic Freeedom“ won for 
its author the government literary 
prize for 1936. 

Mr. Wierzyński is a poet of 
modern life, though he does not 
strive too much after modernity 
in his manner. 

The other candidate to the 
Academy, who was defeated by 
Mr, Wierzyński in the ballot, was 
Mr. Julian Tuwim, a well known 
Jewish poet, whose lyrical poems 
in Polish are appreciated for their 
faultless form and consummate

solution for these problems, either 
by agreement with certain 
countries, or by some other form 
of collaboration; these problems 
are of vital interest to us, while 
they are also a part of the general 
work of reconstructing a more 
bearable and normal life in the 
world. I must add that the first 
results of studies in these fields 
are yielding far from disappointing 
results, 

The cares about which I have 
just spoken are due in a large 
measure to the fact that the 
League assumed a generous stock 
of various rights and obligations 
in the world during its period of 
prosperity. 


The League and Danzig 

The means were not always 
proportionate to these tasks. We 
experienced this also within the 
immediate range of our interests, 
for instance in the Free City of 
Danzig. 

There will be still much trouble 
in Geneva on account of various 
affairs in different parts of the 
world and I do not know how the 
League group will be able to 
fulfil the obligations which it has 
undertaken. : 

It would probably be difficult 
to-day to make prophecies about 
the future of the League. I also 
doubt whether the next session 
of the League Council will be able 
to provide any decisive solution 
in this case. 

Tt seems to me, however, that 
the weakening of the League 
must certainly call for something 
like an increased consciousness 
of individual responsibility on the 
part of the various Governments, 
of which the great majority 
undoubtedly desire a peaceful 
existence for themselves, and 
therefore also for other nations, 
That is why we are following with 
keen interest the attempts to 
inaugurate negotiations between 
the various capitals, in the belief 
that the experiences of many 
years past, and a proper estimation 
of the situation by the countries 
of Europe will never cause us to 
face such plans of international 
collaboration which would be in 
conflict with our 
principles and vital interests. 
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THE ORIGINS OF THE POLISH STATE

Recorded history and dug-up 
prehistory afford ample evidence 
of the origin of new states, peoples 
and nations in the conquest of 
older states, peoples and nations 
by invaders from the outside. Is 
such evidence sufficient to serve 
as foundation to a general “law“ 
in history? The “law certainly 
applies to all the new states that 
arose in the provinces of the 
Western Roman Empire after its 
wreck during the great migrations 
of the Teutonic tribes; the new 
Romanic or Romance -speaking 
peoples were slowly forming there 
until, many centuries after the 
fall of Rome, new genuine nations 
emerged. A most curious example 
of this making of new peoples and 
nations. is the genesis of the First 
Reich, that Regnum Teutonicorum 
‘or Regnum Germaniae of which 
the first and much opposed ruler 
‘was Conrad of Franconia (911— 
918). The Teutons by themselves 
never grew out of the tribal mode 
of living, never formed a real 
state, though the Goths on the 
Black Sea shores might have 
reached that phase of development 
under Byzantine influence had 
‘the invasion of the Huns not 
interrupted the process, The 
Teutonic states in the formerly 
Roman provinces were in fact 
only semi — or even quarter — 
Teutonic; the Teutonic conquerors 
took for themselves one third, in 
some cases even one half, of the 
land, contented themselves with 
the part of a dominant military 
aristocracy, and left all real 
business of State and Church to 
be carried on by the Roman or 
Romanized provincials. Under 
their Meroving kings the Franks 
of Gaul conquered most of 
Thuringia (Central Germany) and 
what is now Switzerland and 
Southern Germany with its mixed 
Teutonic and Celtic population; 
‘Charlemagne continued this 
Frankish backrush into Germaniae 
Magna by subjecting the Saxons 
between the Weser and Elbe 
river after a ruthless thirty 
years’ war. At the point of the 
Frankish sword the Allemanni of 
Southern, the Thuringians of 
Central, and the Saxons of North- 
Western Germany received 
Christianity, a modicum of state 
institutions and rudiments of 
civilization, as much of these main 
assets of the Roman inheritance 
as had been preserved, though 
barbarized, in Gaul and Italy 
under Teutonic domination, Thus. 
the First Reich owed its origins 
to outside conquest, but the 
conquerors were of the nearest 
kin of the conquered, and brought 
with them germs of farther 
‘developments, of which the 
essentials were not their own. “By 
admitting the conquered Saxons 
and Bavarians into his empire on 
‘equal terms with the conquering 
Franks he (Charlemagne) made 
Germany“, says Prof. H. A, L, 
Fisher; and he made it — we 
must add—even before in his 
empire the two new peoples, the 
French and the Germans, had 
been distinctly shaped, a parting 
of the ways that became clear 
only when the three grandsons of 
the new Emperor of the Romans 
divided the empire between them. 


The lesson to be learned from 
this entangled genesis of the First 
Reich is that, although in the 
origin of states worthy of that 
name “violence is probably always 
the primary“, yet those who apply 
the constraint must not necessarily 
be of different stock from those 
whom they constrain into a new 
form of social life, Leaving apart 
the question of the arrival of 
Teutonic tribes in Scandinavia, 
and whom they displaced there, 
we know, for instance, that 
-Norway was split up into quite a 
number of independent 
chieftainships or kingdoms until 
one of the tribal kings, Harald 
Haarfager (the Fair-haired) first 


united the whole country after a 
naval victory off Stavanger (872), 
but there were several relapses 
from, unity which was finally 
reestablished in the first half of 
the 11th century. Development in 
Sweden was quite the same, 
though it appears that forcible 
union of the tribal chieftainships 
was first achieved earlier than in 
Norway, while final consolidation 
was retarded by the wars with the 
Danes. Among the Anglo-Saxons 
in England a similar historical 
process went on, and it was a 
united kingdom William the 
Conqueror won at Hastings, 
though it cost him four years to 
put. down regional rebellions. 
There is, finally, in Europe still one 
other country where the 
unification of a people under one 
sceptre was the result, not of 
foreign invasion but of the 
successive subjections of tribal 
chieftains to the overlordship, 
later on the princely rule, of only 
one dynasty. The fifteen or more 
tribes of the Czechs in Bohemia | 
and Moravia first opposed | 
federation to the pressure of | 
Charlemagne in whose time their | 
country was repeatedly invaded | 
by the Franks and made tributary | 
to their empire. Continued 

pressure of the Teutonic 

neighbour caused the descendants 

of the mythical duke Przemysl, 

whose domain centred around 

Prague, to strengthen their means 

of resistance by enforcing union 

upon the other dynasts of the 

Czechs. In Bohemia this struggle 

for the supremacy of a single 

dynasty was still going on by the 

middle of the 10th century. 

In the face of such telling 
exemptions from a would-be | 
general “law in history the 
endeavours to connect the origins 
of the Polish State and of the 
Piast dynasty with some foreign 
invasion are a recurrent fashion 
with a few Polish historians, and 
a habit with most modern German 
writers on Polish history. It is 
only of a piece with the German 
ideology (Weltanschaung) of the 
day that these latter writers favour 
the hypothesis of a Viking origin 
of the supposed invaders, making 
as much capital as they can out 
of the various Sagas and their 
mentions of Polish princely names 
in a Nordified form which they 
claim to be the original one; yet 
not one of them did really sift 
these and many other out-of-the- 
way sources as has been 
repeatedly done by Polish 
students since the renewal, in 
1858, of the Viking hypothesis by 
one of the then leading men of 
the craft in Poland, Prof. Karol 
Szajnocha. The result of those 
researches was always negative. 
Twenty three years after Prof. 
Szajnocha another hypothesis was 
advanced by Prof. Franciszek 
Piekosifiski. The essence of his 
views is that the Popiel and Piast 
dynasties in Poland as well as the 
princely families which ruled over 
the Slavonic tribes along the 
Baltic shore between the Oder 
and Elbe rivers were all of them 
branches of Drago dynasty, the 
rulers of the Obotrites and Lutitzes 
(also called Wiltzes). The name 
Drago in Piekosinski's opinion is 
to be connected with the 
Scandinavian word drake which 
means dragon, and a griffin is to 
be seen on the oldest seals of all 
those dynasties, the mythical 
medieval monster between whom 
and a dragon there were many 
transitory forms. Krak or Krakus, 
the legendary founder and duke 
of Cracow, cunningly slays the 
dragon who dwelt in the cavern 
of Wawel Hill; on coins of Boleslas 
Wrymouth of Poland the prince 
is slaying a dragon, on Great 
Polish and Cujavian princely 
seals the prince is fighting a 
griffin; a dragon is seen in the 
coat of arms of the Masovian 
Piasts.

personality and policies, for only 
brief remarks of his had previously 
been broadeast. The event created 
a deep impression, coming as it 
did to reinforce the opinion 
formed as a result of the 
President's firm but peaceful 
handling of the Panay crisis. The 
visit of M. Van Zeeland to 
London, with a report of his 
exploratory talks, is familiarising 
the idea of a widespread 
agreement in the economic and 
political spheres, and this is 
linked up with the Angio- 
American Trade Treaty now 
reaching the final stages 
negotiation. Forecasts in the 
Press are probably wide of the 
mark at this stage of the 
proceedings, but it can be taken 
that the aim is at least a 
stabilisation agreement designed 
to free trade and to take the 
strain off other currencies; -and 
if this goes with a settlement of 
the raw materials question it will 
be heartily welcomed by this 
country. The end of the War 
Debts chapter is not too much to 
foresee even if a degree of 
disarmament seems ovel- 
sanguine, But in these negotiations 
certainly lies the hope which in 
other directions is so hard to 
discern. 


Great Britain is still credited 
abroad with the sentiments which 
foreign cartoonists seized upon 
during the Boer War, and again 
during the League of Nations 
crisis, but in actual fact a great 
change is taking place as there 
are many evidences to show. lt 
may be that the articles of Sir 
Edward Grigg in the Sunday 
Observer have already been 
widely quoted abroad, but they 
deserve to be as evidence that 
there is in this country a real 
desire to see the point of view of 
others; and the continuance of 
bad feeling by a constant derision 
of other nations is avoided by 
responsible writers. Sir Edward 
Grigg took as his subject last 
Sunday the divorce between 
legalism (as for instance a rigid 
championship of the text of the 
Covenant) and life the 
aspirations of other peoples, “If 
peace be our object“, he writes 
“we must seek to understand why 
appeals to the text of treaties and 
of the Covenant have of late fallen 
so frequently on deaf ears. Justice 
and Law may seem to us 
synonymous, but others may 
think them poles apart. Mere 
legalism is therefore of little 
avail in dealing with those peoples 


whose griefs and ambitions 
threaten war. They cannot 
possibly regard us as 


disinterested, and they are bound 
to resent any approach to their 
problems which insists upon the 
Law as it stands and ignores, as 
they think, the true merits of the 
case“, 


This type of writing is the 
serious Press — and the influence 
of the Observer is considerable 
because that paper is read at 
leisure on Sundays is an 
interesting sign of the day. The 
editorial counsel on the same 
page is for the immediate finding 
of an agreement with the rest of 
Europe, partly because the 
alternative is war, partly because 
of the Far Eastern crisis, and 
partly because the failure of the 
“League axis“ shows up more than 
ever the folly of allowing the 
civilisation of Christendom to be 
destroyed by a conflict of 
ideologies. Here once again the 
American understanding is 
welcomed, and the appointment of 
the brilliant Mr. J. P. Kennedy, a 
close friend of President Roosevelt, 
as American Ambassador is 
welcomed, as indeed it is generally 
in the Press, There is every 
indication that the current of 
world affairs will soon be given a 
fresh direction by announcements 
in the politico - economic vein.

COMMUNAL SAVINGS BANKS 
IN POLAND. 

Deposits with the communal 
savings banks in Poland reached 
a joint total of 758,9 million 
zlotys at the end of the first 
halfyear of 1937, an increase of 
71.3 million as against the end of 
1936. Savings deposits rose by 
over 51 million, the great bulk 
coming from private individuals; 
the advance in the total of other 
deposits was about 20 million. 
The number of. communal savings 
banks in Poland is 359 (358 last 
year), grouped in four unions of 
which the strongest, comprising 
132 institutions, is in the Warsaw 
region. The position of the 
communal savings banks was 
considerably strengthened during 
the first half-year, marked by 
greater liquidity, larger cash re- 
serves and a growth in credit 
operations,

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THEATRE, MUSIC AND FILMS 


The TEATR WIELKI has 
revived for the Warsaw public 
one of the oldest operettes, THE 
FOWLER OF THE TYROL, (that 
masterpiece of the well - known 
German composer, Charles Zeller) 


which was always a great 
favourite with our parents and 
grandparents. 


It contains a large. number of 
admirable songs and melodies, 
among which the famous aria 
assigned to the hero, the fowler 
Adam, still arouses the enthusiasm 
of an audience, especially when it 
is so perfectly interpreted as it is 
by Adam Dobosz at the Teatr 
Wielki. The melodious charm ot 
the music makes THE FOWLER 
OF THE TYROL as pleasant 
hearing nowadays as it was at the 
time of its first performance, with 
the added attraction that it revives 
memories of the good old days. 


The libretto has been polished 
up in this new version, which was 
specially prepared for Munish. 
As presented the operette is 
divided into a series of scenes 
which add colour, tempo and verve 
to the whole performance. In its 
new form the libretto remains, 
perhaps, as naive as ever in its 
essentials, but the story has 
become more probable, not 
uninteresting, and even at 
moments — amusing. 


The Teatr Wielki production is 
careful and correct, under the 
musical direction of Bolesław 
Tyllia, who draws out all the 
charm of Zeller‘s melodies and 
gives a good tempo to the 
orchestral part of the performance, 
The stage direction is in the hands 
of Tadeusz Wolowski, who by an 
effective mise en scene 
underlines both the humour and 
the sentimentality of the operette, 
and makes of a very attractive 
theatrical event, which deserves a 
long run on our operatic stage, 


The cast is headed by Maryla 
Karwowska and Adam Dobosz. 
Miss Maryla Karwowska as the 
Princess of Bavaria had a highly 
successful evening, Her 
distinguished appearance, dramatic 
temperament and taste, united 
with a good, clear voice, make 
hers a first-rate performance, 
justly and warmly applauded by 
the audience. She and Adam 
Dobosz in the title role of the 
Fowler concentrated most of our 
attention, Mr, Dobosz, long a 
favourite of the Warsaw public, 
again chrams us by his culture 
and artistry,and gives a 
very convincing portrayal of a 
youth from the Tyrol. 

The third leading part of 
Christianne, the young girl from 
Tyrol, reveals a new-comer to the 
Teatr Wielki, Miss Barbara 
Kostrzewska, Miss Kostrzewska 
has a pretty voice, which, allied 
with her obvious stage-possibilities 
and good appearance, augurs well 
for her future career. 

The remainder , of the cast 
includes Witold Zdanowicz, Helena

During the last few years, the Polish 
film industry has produced a series of 
pictures, which reach such a high 
artistic, technical, and photographical 
level that today Polish fjlms may 
frequently claim to rank with American, 
English,French andAustrian productions. 
The moving spirit behind all the best 
Polish films is Józef Lejtes, a director 
whose many-sided talent has given to 
the Polish screen its greatest successes 
in a variety of different fields, including 
MŁODY LAS, RÓŻA, BARBARA RA- 
DZIWIŁŁÓWNA, and tbe artistic 
triumph of the current season, DZIEW- 
CZRTA Z NOWOLIPEK (Girls of 
Nowolipki). y 

The chain of Lejtes’ successes is now 
continued with KOSCIUSZKO"AT RA- 
CEAWICE (producer Libicow), ‘a film 
based on the history of Tadeusz 
KoSeiuszko’s Insurrection, which took 
place some time after the return of 
the great Polish hero from America, 
where he had fought under Washington. 
The film ends with an event famous in 
Polish history — the battle near the 
village of Ractawice — a triumph for 
the Poles and a tragedy for the 
Russians. In these battle scenes Lejtes 
gives a picture which is historically 
realistic down to the smallest detail 
of military style and costume. The 
tremendous charge of Madalifski’s 
cavalry, and above all the heroic attack 
of the Kosyniers (revolutionary Polish 
peasant-soldiera armed with scythes), 
invite comparison with Kossak’s 
paintings, and are powerful pieces of 
dramatic expression, During the 
Raclawice battle scenes and the finale 
of the film — the ennoblement of 
Bartosz Głowacki, leader of the 
Kosyniers—the audience enthusiastically 
applauded every moment of these 
moving occurrences in Polish history, 
so well realised on the screen by 
Lejtes. 

The casting of the historical figures 
is careful and interesting. The central 
figure of Tadeusz Kościuszko is 
interpreted by Tadeusz Biatoszczynski, 
whose make-up so astonishingly 
resembles the portraits of the great

The character, temper and

perhaps a trifle stereotyped in theme 
and dénouement - nevertheless enlivens 
the action considerably, especially, as 
the role of Hanka is a new creation of 
the very talented and beautiful Elżbieta 
Barszezewska, who even in a rather 
episodicnl part, makee the most of 
her youthful charm, sincerity and 
originality. Rarszezewaka’s partners are 
Jerzy Pichelski (Captain Brochocki) 
and Witold Zacharewicz (Lieutenant 
Milewski). Jerzy Pichelski, making 
almost a first appearance on the 
screen, is so photogenic and shows so 
much capacity for sereen-acting, that 
Metro - Goldwyn - Meyer has already 
made him an offer to film in London 
and Hollywood. On the contrary, his 
partner, Mr, Witold Zacharewioz, is on 
this occasion rather pallid and 
ortifieial, Humour and military 
sentiment is represented in the picture 
by Jan Kurnakowicz, who as the 
Corporal Biedroń gives a little 
masterpiece of acting, finished in every 
detail of gesture, word and mimicry. 

Tho musical accompaniment by Pan 
Maklakiewicz frequently does not

The prima donna is ably supported 
at the Teatr WIELKA REWIA by the 
remainder of the cast, which includes 
that fine musical comedy artist, 
Wojciech Ruszkowski, the talented tenor 
Witold Conti, those mistresses of 
comedy, Janina Sokołowska and Irena 
Skwierczynska, and also (very discreet 
but highly amusing) Konrad Tom; who 
appears in the rôle of the royal father 
of the at first unfortunately, but finally 
happily married princess, played by 
Nina Grudzitiska. 


The performance is ably prepared 
under the musical direction of Ivo 
Wesby and stage-directed by Konrad 
Tom. It is not the fault of the theatre, 
however, that after the admirable 
screen version of WALTZ DREAM 
(prod. by Ernst Lubitsch, with Maurice 
Chevalier, Claudette Colbert and 
Miriam Hopkins) the impression made 
by this performance is rather weak.
